Having 
no  Beauty  blood  in  it,  it  is  a  midseason  bloomer.  As  we  are  often  asked  the 
difference  between  the  two  we  are  making  this  explanation.  Colors  of  California 
Giants  are  white,  Peachblossom  light  blue,  purple,  rose.
